Dr. Sidney S. Jaffe to Open Monthly Series 


A lecture-clinic on full dentures has 
been selected by the Monthly Meeting 
Program Committee as its first offering 
for the 1946-47 season. The meeting 
will be held in the South Ballroom of 
the Stevens Hotel on Tuesday, October 
22, at eight o’clock. Although a bit 
removed from the center of transporta- 
tion, the Stevens has ample parking 
facilities which more than make up for 
its non-central location. The date of the 
meeting has been moved ahead to avoid 
conflict with the sessions of the House 
of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association.

DISABILITY COVERAGE 
BROADENED 


The Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society has voted to accept the 
plan offered by the Standard Accident 
Insurance Company whereby the surgical 
portion of the Standard policy, now in 
force, will be extended to cover the wife 
and children. The only proviso is that 
fifty per cent of the married members 
now covered signify their desire for fam- 
ily surgical coverage and enroll by No- 
vember 1, 1946. 

The Standard Accident Insurance 
Company will endorse the member’s 
policy so that the surgical schedule 
therein will apply to the wife and to all 
unmarried children between the ages of 
one month and the nineteenth birthday. 
The business will be accepted without 
underwriting, and pre-existing conditions 
will be covered. The rate for the in- 
creased coverage, with obstetrics covered 
after nine months, is $28.00 per year. 

The Standard Accident Insurance 
Company reports that, without additional 
cost, the disability plan is being broad- 
ened on November 1 to include world- 
wide commercial airlines coverage. 

Insured members have saved over 
$60,000 in premiums this year. Over 
sixty-three per cent of the members of 
the Chicago Dental Society are now 
insured.

The Blue Cross Plan for Hospital Care 
has made arrangements with the Vet- 
erans Administration and the Illinois 
Hospital Association whereby veterans 
can receive hospital care for service con- 
nected injuries in local civilian hospitals. 
This makes it possible for a veteran to 
receive service promptly without waiting 
sometimes for months for attention in 
veterans hospitals. The Veterans Ad- 
ministration, of course, pays the bills. 
Illinois is the sixth state to cooperate in 
making such a plan available to its vet- 
erans. 

The Chicago Blue Cross Plan recently 
sponsored an enrollment for veterans 
through the Chicago Tribune. For a 
period of three weeks veterans of World 
War II were allowed to enroll and as a 
result over 27,000 joined. Nationally, 
there are now 86 Blue Cross Plans with 
an enrollment of more than 20 million 


people. 
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CONFERENCE ON 
DENTAL HEALTH

POLIO 


Polio, in many respects, is not the 
dread disease it is painted. The evidence 
points to the fact that it passes directly 
from child to child, as do most childhood 
diseases, and not thru polluted sewage, 
flies or other factors of unsanitary envi- 
ronment. The virus is continuously 
active between epidemics and it seems 
reasonable to suppose that there are any- 
where from ten to forty abortive cases to 
every one which strikes with paralysis. 
Furthermore these abortive cases become 
immune without ever knowing they have 
had it. These theories would explain 
why communities are free of epidemic 
polio for several years after an epidemic. 


PORT OF ENTRY 


Regardless of how polio strikes, it is 
pretty well admitted that it enters the 
body thru the nose or mouth and follows 
the nerves from the pharynx and gastro- 
intestinal tract back to the brain and 
spinal cord. Symptoms the first few days 
resemble those of a cold or many other 
infectious diseases; they include fever, 
sore throat, and upset stomach with 
vomiting. Then follows the stiff neck, 
rising fever and headache, and final pa- 
ralysis which may be mild or painful. 

Precautions that may be taken are 
somewhat inadequate but they help. One 
should be on the alert for any unex- 
plained fever or headache and isolate the 
patient in bed while awaiting final diag- 
nosis. During an epidemic one should 
avoid removal of tonsils for the virus is 
apt to attack freshly injured nerves. 


EXPOSED PULPS 


Teeth should be examined carefully for 
cavities may expose pulps and exposed 
pulps may be another way by which the 
virus gets to the spinal cord. Several 
hundred children in North Carolina were 


examined two years ago during an epi- 
demic and 70 per cent of the children 
who had polio also had exposed pulps. 
Children should be taught to wash their 
hands thoroughly before eating. They 
should avoid fatigue and sudden chilling 
in cold water when overheated. No one 
knows why paralytic symptoms appear 
only in hot summer and early fall, but 
scientists believe that it is because chil- 
dren exercise far more vigorously, become 
played out, and that this fatigue during 
the incubation period leaves them more 
open to paralytic attack.

BRITISH DENTISTRY 


An address by the President of the 
British Dental Association, Dr. J. B. Par- 
fitt, upon his retirement from office, 
brings to light the fact that under the 
present national health insurance service 
six teeth are removed for every tooth 
that is saved and “in consequence of 
previous dilapidation a twelve-tooth den- 
ture is inserted.” This condition is attribu- 
ted to lack of education of the population 
and a woeful lack of dentists. The newly 
proposed national health insurance serv- 
ice only will make a bad matter worse, 
according to Dr. Parfitt. He finds two 
dangers: one is that the attempt to ex- 
pand the service over greater areas of 
population will produce a serious sacrifice 
in quality; second, red tape and the en- 
slavement of the human personality by a 
machine of its own construction leads to 
stagnation. The words are slightly remin- 
iscent of views expressed by dentists in 
this country.— Journal of American 
Medical Association, Aug. 31, 1946.

sult of altered barometric pressure. They 
studied it as it occurred in the oxygen 
indoctrination of the Marine Corps per- 
sonnel in the low pressure chamber. The 
total number of persons used in this study 
was 920. Of this group thirty-seven 
experienced aerodontalgia. Five of the 
thirty-seven experienced toothache dur- 
ing ascent and thirty-two during descent. 
Dental abnormalities were found in the 
region of the pain in more than nine- 
tenths of the cases, and more than three- 
fourths had a history of maxillary sinu- 
sitis or had respiratory infection. Pain 
is so severe as to render one incapable of 
performing important tasks with pro- 
ficiency. The authors found that the use 
of benzedrine during ascent may be 
effective in reducing the incidence of 
aerodontalgia. — Journal of American 
Medical Association, Sept. 7, 1946.
